cars? 

Opening car doors at 60 miles an hour is one 
of the numerous ways that youngsters have of 
attempting suicide. 

For the people who want to frustrate them in 
this aim, I can offer some solutions: Have a two- 
door car, or make your four-door model safe by 
taking off the inside rear door-handles. 

The last method was the one that we used in 
my wife's car, a 1941 tin beetle of English manu¬ 
facture. It worked all right, except that the chil¬ 
dren kept climbing into the front and trying to 
commit suicide from there. 

Now the little boys are old enough to know 
better, and they have graduated to more complex 
ways of trying to kill themselves. 

There is now a gadget to secure car doors 
from being opened by small hands. A clipon bar, 
locked on the outside, keeps the door firmly in 
place. You can buy it in Victoria.

Falling out of moving cars Is no joke for an 
adult, either. Yet all kinds of people drive around 
with rickety doors I hat obviously need just a touch 
to open them and send the occupant of the car 
tumbling to the pavement. 

I remember once riding with a lady in a 
veteran car that had a loose-swinging door on the 
driver’s side. The driver had to hold it in place with 
one hand. She was driving, and if she let go to make 
a signal, the door (lew open. Lucidly, she seldom 
did make a signal.

FREE PARKING EASY TERMS 
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Straining the Partnership 


V/fHAT happened at Ottawa earlier 
" this week In the opening round 
of the Dominion-Provincial confer¬ 
ence on tax-sharing and equalization 
grants was not encouraging for the 
fiscal policies of the nation or to the 
taxpayers at all levels. The spec¬ 
tacle of the richest and most popu¬ 
lous province of Ontario, under a 
Progressive Conservative administra¬ 
tion, leading the charge of the hand¬ 
out brigade against federal coffers 
for more contrasted strangely with 
the quite moderate position of a 
Quebec which had something to offer 
to the national cause. Premier Small¬ 
wood, of Newfoundland, seems to 
have renewed his feud against the 
Diefenbaker administration. 

Many taxpayers are watching the 
proceedings with frank misgiving. 
Whether or not Finance Minister 
Fleming was correct in describing 
the bonus asked by the provinces on 
top of the present contractual 
arrangement as a terrific increase, 
which would raise total federal assist¬ 
ance to almost $2,000,000,000, is less 
to the point than the fact that sev¬ 
eral of the provinces appear to 
believe that by setting up “a grand 
howl" every year they will be given 
more. It is left to the taxpayers to 
ask where more is to come from, 
since no governments have any 
money of their own. As matters 
stand' federal taxation is taking 
almost half of the earnings of the 


nation at source, before provincial 
and municipal imposts are added 
on top of that.. A transfer of any 
of these costs would not remove or 
lighten their weight. The vital ques¬ 
tion is whether or not Canada can 
support this burgeoning scale of 
munificence out of its own economy. 

It is another matter, not less 
pressing, that the BNA Act long ago 
partitioned responsibilities and obli¬ 
gations between the two partners to 
confederation through a formula 
which time has made uneven. The 
Provinces were given the right of 
direct taxation in the first instance. 
They “surrendered” it in the second 
by lease on fixed conditions and for a 
definite time. In the current part, 
this arrangement will still be opera¬ 
tive until April 1, 1962, so the spar¬ 
ring now seems premature and 
ill-timed.. 

The day may come when Canada 
will rewrite its constitution in fiscal 
and other terms more fitting to the 
needs of the times, but that will 
require equal and farsighted assent 
by the Provinces and the Dominion, 
as in the past. Mr. Frost and Mr. 
Smallwood on this occasion have not 
exhibited a national consciousness 
that will be expected of them then. 
Meanwhile, though parties to no tax 
benefits, Canadian taxpayers who 
have to foot the bill first last and 
all of the time are watching the 
conference more closely than they 
have ever done before. 


A World Ballot-Box 


T HE idea will be impracticable 
but it Is an intriguing challenge 
that President Eisenhower has issued 
to Premier Khrushchev. He would 
test on a world-wide scale the 
national prestige of their respective 
countries. He invites the Soviet 
premier to acquiesce In a UN-spon¬ 
sored ballot among peoples every¬ 
where as to which system they pre¬ 
fer: Communist or that typified by 
the United States. 

Mr. Khrushchev is most unlikely 
to agree, apart from his customary 
immediate rejection of any American 
proposal. Free elections are anath¬ 
ema to the Soviet oligarchy, whose 
satellite empire might easily fall to 
pieces were its peoples free to ex¬ 
press their will at the ballot box. 
Soviet practice is to make election 
choice easy for them by having only 
Communist candidates on the slate. 

It is not at all certain that the 
U.S. would win any such prestige 
vote nevertheless. Since America 
and the Soviet Union are the giant 
protagonists of a cold war the world 
is sick and tired of, some countries 
might be disposed to reply: “A plague 
on both your houses.” They might 


feel less concerned with the prestige 
of either than with some other ease¬ 
ment of world tensions. 

There are some 160 separate 
countries or states of one kind and 
another in the world. Literally mil¬ 
lions of the peoples therein may have 
heard little if anything about either 
the Soviet or American systems. 
There are millions with only the 
vaguest idea of governance, or free¬ 
doms or self-rule; countless numbers 
will have none at all. A ballot to 
them would be meaningless and its 
result of no value. 

Judging by the willingness of the 
Soviet Union and its mastery of pro¬ 
paganda, also, an election campaign 
of this nature would offer it a golden 
opportunity to spread its influence. 
A UN ballot might itself be beyond 
suspicion, assuming the UN could 
handle a world-wide vote—which is 
not at all certain—but the pre-vote 
campaigning would be a torrid affair, 
and one uneasily suspects Moscow 
would better Washington at it. Per¬ 
haps it as well for the Western world 
that no such global test of prestige is 
likely to be held. If America were 
defeated the loss of prestige would 
be damaging. 


Ill-Judged Attack 


M R. DEANE FINLAYSON'S at¬ 
tack on the British Columbia 
government because of the death of 
a forest fire-fighting pilot near 
Kelcwna is not to his credit. The 
unfortunate pilot, one of some 5,000 
men in the air and on the ground 
desperately battling to control raging 
forest fires, died in the wreckage of 
an Avenger aircraft which was being 
used as a water bomber. 

Apparently the provincial Con¬ 
servative leader's sole reason for 
criticizing the government is the 
obsolescence of that type of aircraft. 
If obsolescence by itself constitutes 
danger then every one of the DC3s 
still flying passenger routes in many 
parts of the world, including B.C., 
should have been junked years ago.

T HE late Aneurin Sevan once convulsed 
the British House of Commons by 
comparing Sir Winston Churchills ap¬ 
proach to a particular problem with that 
of an old man’s attitude to a young bride 
—fascinated, sluggish and apprehensive. 

Today, it may not be unfair to say that 
Sevan's sally applies with equal force to 
the British government in its conduct to¬ 
ward continental Europe. After study¬ 
ing weighty reports and looking at the 
subject from all angles, it still seems 
frozen into bemused Immobility, unable 
to decide whether or not to take the final, 
fateful step of joining the European 
Common Market. 

A few months sgo, the government 
made know n that-It was willing to go part 
of the way and join some of the European 
community's institutions, as a kind of 
halfway house to unity. The common 
market six quickly made plain that It 


was all or nothing—Britain can sign the 
Treaty of Rome or stay out. 

Thus rebuffed, British ministers seem¬ 
ed almost relieved. The decision, in a 
sense, had been made for them. The six 
simply didn’t want them, and that was 
all there was to It A few weeks later, 
however, the action committee of the six 
publicly called on Britain to join the 
community. 

The latest word in Whitehall is that 
the question is still under consideration, 
with no decision expected in the next 
few months. Ministers still say privately 
that the question of Commonwealth pre¬ 
ference is the biggest obstacle to British 
membership, but the suspicion is that 
psychological attitudes lie at the root of 
the matter. 

Understandably, Britain still is reluc¬ 
tant to make the sacrifice of sovereignty 
Inherent in the leap across the Channel. 
Insularity remains a strong emotive 
force. 


One takes in what one reads 
according to one’s capacity, of course. 
The genius can swallow a page at 
a glance and perhaps remember every 
word of It the next day. Lesser minds 
are not so fortunate. 

If the reading matter is too 
abstruse, a bit above one's head, or 
the language too woolly, reading in¬ 
volves an effort. One must concen¬ 
trate to grasp the sense. 

By and large however most people 
aead easily enough within their limits 
of understanding. 

The understanding comes, as Noah 
Webster defined It, by Interpreting 
the characters in which language is 
expressed. And having acquired the 
art of recognizing those characters 
reading then becomes second nature. 

Addison it was who said that read¬ 
ing is to the mind what exercise is 
to the body. This Is a good parallel. 
Once having mastered the tricks of 
the exercise, or athletic, trade, the 
body reacts to the demands made on 
it with instinctive response. 

The mind governs the reflexes, 
but it does not take time out in the 
middle of the action to analyze the 
response. 

* * * 

This indeed is why the great ath¬ 
lete or games player is hard put to 
explain his skill. Some sports celebri¬ 
ties write books on their specialty 
but the real champion can never 
explain the alchemy that makes him 
a champion. 

It is not for nothing UjgLthe great 
stars of the sports world are seldom 
the best coaches or team managers. 

But to get back to reading and to 
the Courant clipping. Reading. I find, 
is not nearly so simple a thing as 
I had imagined, to wit: 

Experts of the International Read¬ 
ing Association met In New York 
recently and this was the definition 
of reading presented to them by a 
California psychologist: 

**A processing skill of symbolic 
reasoning sustained by the Inter!agi¬ 
tation of an intricate hierarchy of 
substrata factors that have been 
mobilized as a psychological working 
system and pressed into service in 
accordance with the purpose of the 
reader.” *—•••• 

Poor Johnny. If he ever discovers 
this as he tackles his ABCs he'll never 

be able to reed. 


I T has been said that parliamentary 
divorces are granted on two 
grounds: adultery and perjury. 

The Eccles case 
—the "Bill for the 
Relief of Lise Des- 
r osiers Eccles" — 
has underlined this 
caustic truism, and 
made more obvious 
than ever that our 
archaic divorce 
laws need a drastic 
overhaul. Our laws 
which practically speaking recognize 
adultery as the only ground for div¬ 
orce—are based on the laws of Eng¬ 
land of a hundred years ago. It is 
nearly a quarter century since the 
British added desertion, Insanity, 
cruelty and unnatural relations as 
grounds for divorce. 

But only two months ago the 
Senate divorce committee voted 12 
to 3 against even hearing a divorce 
application based on desertion, al¬ 
though It can grant a divorce on this 
ground (or any ground) without 
exceeding its Juriadiction. While each 
year it annuls a few marriages on the 
ground of non consummation, and 
many years sgo on the ground that 
the wife was under the legal age for 
marriage without parental consent, 
there appears to be record of only 
one case of divorce on any ground 
except adultery. That case, also many 
years ago. involved bestiality. 

That doesn’t mean he was beastly 
to her. I looked it up. 

♦ a ★ 

The result as the senators know, 
as the Commoners know, as every in¬ 
formed person should know- is that a 
good many divorces, in the courts as 
well as in Parliament, are granted 
on the strength of what William 
Eccles described in his testimony the 
other day as "technical adultery.” 

This is simulated adultery, In 
which no sexual offence is actually 
committed, but the appearance of 
adultery Is created so that the court, 
or Parliament, may logically assume, 
for the purpose of granting a divorce, 
that adultery has occurred. 


The senators are no foola. Three 
former provincial attorneys-general 
ait on the Senate divorce committee, 
along with other able men and 
women. They can’t help but know 
that not infrequently the evidence is 
manufactured through illegal collu¬ 
sion between husband and wife, and 
that witnesses may be guilty of per¬ 
jury as well as of deliberately 
misleading the committee. 

But most divorce bills Involving 
collusion are not contested, and sus¬ 
picions rarely are supported by the 
testimony. The Eccles case was un¬ 
usual in that It was uncontested in the 
Senate, but then Eccles changed hit 
mind and decided ta fight It in the 
Commons—and In so doing, testified 
that the case was based on collusion, 
connivance, perjury and fraud. 

* * * — 

Obviously the basic trouble with 
marriages that end in the divorce 
courts and Parliament is incompati¬ 
bility in one form or another. Adul¬ 
tery may be a result or a manifesta¬ 
tion of incompatibility. So for that 
matter are desertion, Insanity, cruelty 
and unnatural relations. 

It follows then that our divorce 
laws ignore the basic trouble; that 
they treat the symptoms instead of 
the disease—often so belatedly that 
irreparable damage is done to the 
individuals concerned. But In this 
country we are afraid of making 
divorce “easy"- as If the wrench «f 
marriage dissolution could ever be 
easy! 

As I said at the beginning, legal 
recognition of symptom# of an un¬ 
workable marriage in addition to 
adultery is long. overdue. The sen¬ 
ators had an opportunity in May. and 
rejected it. And if anyone la Inclined 
to censure the poor devils who come 
here with their trumped up, co-oper¬ 
atively produced evidence of adultery, 
hoping thereby to obtain a measure 
of human justice, let that person 
consider where the greater blame 
lies — with the perjurers, or with 
Parliament.

I was in a police station in what

Two of the youths were manacled 
together. The third was tightly hand¬ 
cuffed with the bracelets behind hit 
back.

Thia odd trio were gently shep¬ 
herded into the atation. I followed 
them in. The policemen took them 
into an inner room and sat them 
down on a long bench. The eldest 
was 14, the next was 12 and tha 
youngest was 10. 

The 14-year-old waa bleeding. A 
thin rivulet of blood trickled from an 
eye, his clothes were torn and there 
was a small gash on hia forehead. A 
colored policeman waa cleaning him 
up in much the same way that sec¬ 
onds do to an Injured boxer. He waa 
a haggard-looking youth with sunken 
cheeks, deep-set eyes and a watchful, 
rodent face. 

The second boy was a nondescript 
lad with a battered tousled appear¬ 
ance. 


But the third—the 10-year-old— 
was the one that Interested me most 

Ke had straw-colored hair, china 
blue eyes and was fat in a reduced 
Billy Bunter sort of way. A catapult 
or a kite would have been In keeping 
with hia age and appearance. He 
looked afraid and had a curious habit 
of turning hia head suddenly to the 
right and then to the left. The man¬ 
acles on him made him look like a 
plump unhappy tethered marmoset. 

He could have been anybody’s boy 
and for people who like children he 
waa the eternal mlchievous snd 
slightly comical lad with a grubby 
hand dose to your heart strings. 
When he had been a little younger 
William Blake could easily have had 
him in the cast of hia "Songs of 
Innocence."

Why were they there? Why were 
they chained? What had they done? 

They had stolen a car. The eldest 
boy with the watchful, beady eyea 
who was bleeding was the driver. 

The police were called out and 
were soon on their tr ill. They had to 
drive fast Very, very fast. For nine 
minutes they pursued these children 
around the streets of Loa Angeles at 
speeds that at one burst, reached well 
over 90 miles an hour to keep up with 
the fleeing car. The vehicle was 
finally forced on to the pavement and 
crashed. 

This was a new one on me—the 

( uper deadly juvenile delinquent who 
as reached a pitch of frenzied 
violence that must be something new 
to what is called civilized society. The 
two elder ooya had records of prev¬ 
ious convictions. The fat. fair haired 
boy with the big blue innocent eyes 
had never been in trouble before. 

But they were all hellbent. And 
proud of It although temporarily 
cowed.

These types are not afraid of jails. 
They boast of being sentenced. They 
regard It as a sign of vigor and 
bravery to have been locked up in a 
cell. They scrawl all over the walls of 
their place of confinement with ex¬ 
ulting messages and threats to rival 
gangs. 

At times they go berserk and 
smash everything they can destroy in 
their cells. They jump on the wash¬ 
basins and at times scream until they 
vomit. 

One gang of these incredible chil¬ 
dren (the eldest was about 18» stole 
a car, roared up to the police station 
and opened fire with shotguns. 

Most of them come from broken 
homea, many of them have been 
abandoned by their parents and hva 
roaming the streets 

They thieve, fight and maim. They 
use iron bars, bicycle chains, broken 
bottles and guns. They peddle drugs 
and with knives and daggers they 
slash and stab. 

It seems a sad, sick world that 
can produce such desperate kids.

Sad Comparision

News dated April 29. 1960. This paper contains four solid 
pages of help-wanted advertisements amounting to over 
2,000 separate requests for every possible type of em¬ 
ployee. 

Many of us can remember the days when Britain had 
millions on the unemployment rolls and those conditions 
endured for years on end. What has been done in the 
old land to make the gigantic change from the grim 
picture of the past to the brighter conditions of the 
present? 

In British Columbia we have some 50.000 upnemployed 
and when Saanich advertised last month for policemen 
they got 200 applicants for three vacancies. The general 
picture across Canada is much the same as in B.C 

If the authorities or economists in Britain have 
learned to control their economy so that full employment 
can be maintained, it is high time that we sent the best 
brains we have in Canada to study the methods used in 
Britain. 

Small scale public works will not cure the situation, 
we must get the wheels of private industry turning or 
return to the sombre days which many of us remember 
so well.

Poisoning Fish 

In a news item dated July 21, “Budworra Sprayers 
Grounded by Rain.'’ it is noted that this will be the first 
large-scale test using a weakened solution of DDT. The 
fact remains, no matter how weak the solution, it is still 
going to kill the fish. 

This type of spraying, no matter how careful the 
pilots may be. kills millions of flies, gnats, moths, and 
other insects which come floating down on streams and 
lakes within seconds. These are devoured by the salmon 
fry, and it is the cumulative effect of these poisoned 
insects that takes such a drastic toll. The residue that 
does not hit the water in this operation will reach it 
when the rains come, with the same effect to the fish. 

It Is not just the killing off of the present fry, but 
the loss of the complete cycle that is of such grave con¬ 
cern. The salmon have taken a severe beating as It is. 
particularly from the logging industry with their sloppy 
methods, and are now fighting for survival in many 
places. 

It is quite significant that in the article no mention 
was made of the department of fisheries sanctioning 
such a move. 

Now is the time for all fishermen^ organizations 
and the general public to Join In a concerted effort to 
protest against the use of aerial sprays of such a devas¬ 
tating nature. There are other ways to combat a budworm 
Infestation, but no way to bring back the salmon when 
they are gone.

groes to Africa. 

At least six holdups were 
staged here. Hogan said, to get 
money to smuggle arms and 
ammunition to the Jamaican 
insurrectionists. 

SEVEN ARRESTED 

The policeman. 29-yea r-old 
Nel J. Agard, is accused of tak¬ 
ing part in a $6,600 holdup last 
March 2. Six other men also 
have been arrested for roles in 
the fund raising holdups which 
started last January. 

Hogan said two others who 
took part in that crime are 
among eight men from the 
New York area awaiting trial 
on murder and treason charges 


in Jamaica. They are charged 
with killing two British sol¬ 
diers. 

There are about 50 members 
of the First Africa Corps in 
New York. Hogan added.

Sink $1,000,000 
In New Wiring 

B.C. Electric Co. underground wiring work, itself 
a $2,700,000 program to the end of this year, has 
resulted in private Investment of nearly $1,000,900 
to far in electrical improvements in buildings in down¬ 
town Victoria. 


This surprisingly large 
•fringe benefit" for Victoria 
electrical contractors and 
workers came to light yester¬ 
day on completion of a review 
by the city planning and in¬ 
spection division. 

The division went through 
Its records for the last four 
years selecting private elec¬ 
trical InatallaUons directly 
attributable to the under¬ 
ground wiring program in a 
28-block area, and came up 
with a total of 1825.311. 

"Although we had a general 
day-today idea of the amounts 
Involved, the final total was 
both revealing and Interest¬ 
ing.” said assistant city en¬ 
gineer Roderick Clack, head of 
the division.

Pool Needn t Be Dirty 


By M. V. CHEKNIT^ FRHS 

Every time you add** a scenic 
feature to your garden, you inherit 
an entirely new set of problems. And 
of all the.se. I think the most vexing 
is the settling-in processes associated 
with a new water garden. 

Building a pool is a lot of hard 
work, and after months of strenuous 
construction, it la- natural to expect 
the worst of the headaches are over. 
I’ll venture to say, though, that at 
least 50 per cent of newly planted 
pools become so cloudy and dis¬ 
colored by midsummer that you can 
see neither fish nor plants. There la 
always a reason for these troubles, 
and in the case of green water, the 
gardener himself is usually re¬ 
sponsible. 

* * * 

When water turns green. It la 
because myriads of tiny single-celled 
plants ialgae) have taken up resi¬ 
dence in the pool. The water can 
become infected in a thousand ways 
— the minute spore* can be trans¬ 
ferred on plants or by animals, or 
they can come drifting in on the wind. 
They feed upon the dissolved mineral 
salts in the water, and they need 
plenty of sunshine in order to thrive 


and multiply. It follows, then, that 
the richer the compost in the bottom 
of the pool, and the more sun it re¬ 
ceives, the happier the algae will he; 

The usual cause of green scum is 
the compost, and the only really safe 
planting medium to use is pure, 
heavy loam almost clay--so well 
rotted that hardly a trace of fibre 
remains in It. Water lilies may have 
a little decayed cow manure and a 
little touch of bone meal around their 
roots, but all other aquatic plants 
will be satisfied with the loam alone. 

Never use horse manure in the 
compost -,-the straw in it. as it decays, 
releases toxic organic gasses which 
foul the water. Leaf mould, peat and 
grass mowings all feed and develop 
the algae. The only safe rule la- no 
fresh organic matter at all. 

* * ★ 

Too much sun will always bring 
about an attack of green water, so 
the pool should always be located in 
a shaded spot. If you put it under a 
tree, though, you have a fresh set of 
problems falling leaves In the 
autumn. Try to sweep these up off 
the water surface before they can 
sink and decay, and remember that 
both leaves and seeds of the La¬ 


burnum are violently poisonous to 
fish. 

If your pool Is in the sun. plant 
tall-growing aquatics along the south 
margin to provide a hit of shade. 
Strong growing waterlily pads and 
other floating aquatics will help cut 
down excessive light on the water. 

In all new pools, there is bound 
to be some imbalance for a time. The 
water is raw. and probably sterile, 
and the new plants, until properly 
settled down, will not he growing 
strongly enough to use up the avail¬ 
able food, thereby leaving too much 
for the algae. 

* * * 

Later, as the plants develop and 
the water matures, conditions should 
right themeselves- always providing 
the compost is not too rich and the 
algae will be starved out. The worst 
thing you can do is to change the 
water, which merely gives the algae 
a new' lease on life. 

There are certain chemical 
methods of clearing the water, but I 
am not very keen on their use. They 
don't get at the primary cause of the 
troubld. and they only upset further 
the natural balance so necessary for 
a successful water garden.

But much of Mr. Wilson’s 
attention is devoted to what 
he sees as a strong counter¬ 
force: a resurgence of nation¬ 
alism. bast'd on old chants 
that the tribes are legally and 
morally sovereign nations 
within Canada and the US- 


Symbolic of this new spirit 
of self - assertion, he writes, 
was the sudden seizure of 
power by nationalists on the 
Six Nations reserve at Grand 
River, Ont., in March. 1959. 
After a week of “indepen¬ 
dence,” the rebels were put 
down by the RCMP, hut 
Mountie tactics in the raid 
roused criticism all across 
Canada. 

* * * 

The Wilsonian version of

President Richard Nixon's 
own analysis of the presiden¬ 
tial campaign goes like this: 

About 40 per cent of the 
electorate is committed as of 
now to vote Republican next 
November. About 45 per cent 
Is committed now to vote the 
Kennedy-Johnson ticket. 

Nixon’s problem is to get 
the wavering balance. He is 
convinced that can be done 
only in the last three weeks 
of the presidential campaign. 
He believes he cannot win if 
he sacrifices the votes he 
already has to win the votes 
he hasn't—the independents 
and conservative Democrats, 
CONFIDENT 

Nixon is confident his cre¬ 
dentials are excellent In the 
field of foreign affairs. He 
feels himself not without 
friends among Roman Cath 
dies because of his anti 
Communist record; strong 
among Negroes because 
believes they trust him. 

The toughest I960'campaign 
issue for the Republicans. 
Nixon believes, will be farm 
policy. He haa insisted he 
could not speak out on farm 
policy until the presidential 
nomination had been given 
him. but he has told friends 
he would abandon present 
farm policies and come up 
with new ideas.

The only challenge he faced 
- and it was a meagre one at

WORD FROM IKE 


President Eisenhower early 
today congratulated Nixon 
and expressed the hope that 
he could pass on to him the 
responsibilities of the presi 
dency. 

Nixon read excerpts from 
a telegram—but not certain 
sections described as personal 
—to reporters. 

“My astonishment at yoqr 
nomination on the first bal¬ 
lot is something leas than 
complete.” the president said, enough to be president. 


adding that he was grateful 
nonetheless. 

Nixon had been coached 
for the nomination during 
nearly eight years as vice- 
president to President Eisen¬ 
hower. 

ROCKEFELLER CLAPS 

Governor Nelson Rockefel¬ 
ler of New York, who once 
had ideas about challenging 
Nixon for the presidency, lent 
an applauding hand from his 
seat up front as a member of 
the New York delegation. 

Among those giving second¬ 
ing speeches for Nixon was 
John Roosevelt, prominent 
New York Republican and 
youngest son of the late 
Democratic president Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt. 

BLAST AT KENNEDY 

Former governor Thomas 
Dewey ripped into Democratic 
candidate John Kennedy last 
night for “irresponsible behav¬ 
ior" which makes people won¬ 
der if the senator is grown up 
enough to be president. 

Dewey, unsuccessful Repub¬ 
lican candidate in 1944 and 
1948. heaped lavish praise on 
Nixon and then trained his 
guns on Kennedy.
